Whether the Mergan-Gugegenheim 
syndicate is really despoilling Alaska, 
or performing a patriotic and praise- 
worthy work there in improving, de- 
veloping and conserving resources, 1s 
what the senate committee on territo- 
ries is seeking to find eut. Incidental- 
ly, the committee wishes to know the 
truth of the charge that a lobby is 
being maintained in Washington to de- 
eeive congressmen and perpetuate 
through letter of the law the grip 
of a remorseless syndicate on the re- 
fBources and wealth of this distant 
territery, and turn the territorial gov- 
ernment over to a group of despoiilers. 

These revelations before the senate 
committee on territories, of which Mr. 
Beveridge is chairman, came at a most 
opportune time considering the testl- 
mony of Louis R. Giavis, a deposed 
field agent of the interior department, 
before a joint investigating commit- 
tee of the two houses in an altempt 
to show that the general land office 
was in unfriendly hands. 

Syndicate Sends Hepresentatives. 

After these astounding accusations 
had been made, Washington was treat- 
ed to a rare spectacie. The Morgan- 
Guggenheim syndicate hurried to the 
capital its general manager and gen- 
eral counsel. They asked for a hear- 
ing. They went on the stand to deny 
the tale of looting. With a frankness 
seldom displayed by a syndicate work- 
ing in secret, the two envoys told a 
very different story of the interests of 
the syndicate in Alaska. They put a 
new phase on the charges. 

Also they unwittingly exploded a 
boom by admitting the existence of 
an option on the famous Cunningham 
coal lands By which these properties 
may be bought up by the Morgan- 
Guggenheim syndicate when the pat- 
ents are issued. This admission fur- 
nished the proof of one of the charges 
made by Lous R. Gleavis against Secre- 
tary Ballinger. The syndicate volun- 
tarily conceded what Glavis had been 
trying for weeks to establish. No-

He denounced the bil! as a scheme to 
turn the government, as well as the 
natural resourceg of Alaska, over to 
the Guggenheims. 
Practeally Own Alaska. 

“We are almost in their power now, 
declared Wickersham. They ‘have all 
the fish in Alaska. They have all the 
railroad and steamship transportation 
in Alaska. They have practically all 
the resources of Alaska now, except 
coal, and I do not want them to gét 
the ceal. I do not want them to 
Obtrude themselves in our legislative 
body and get our government as well 
as ourselves.” 

Mr. Wickersham denounced Major W. 
P. Richardson, of the army, as a lab- 
byist at the capitol in the interest of 
the Guggenheims. Major Riehardson 
has been detailed by the secretary of 
war for several years ta conduct road 
bullding in Alaska. Wickersham 
wrote a forma! letter to Secretary 
Dickinson accusing Major Richardson 
of lobbving. and also of threatening 
him (Wickersham) with bodily harm 
as a result of this aecusation. He also 

“Out of $11,000,006 worth of fish 
they took out of the territory last 
year,” he said, “the territory did not 
Set a dollar. They have robbed one- 
third of our Alaska road fund by this 
amendment to the fishery law which 
was lobbied through.” 

Guggenheims Own Klondike. 

Wickersham declared that the Gug- 
zenheims are in ossession of the 
whole of the Klondike gold field teday 
by concession. Wickersham sgaid that 
thus far the Hepburn rallread aet has 
been a dead letter in Alaska,and as a 
result the syndicate has managed its 
railroads and steamships with a high. 
hand. He said: 

“The Guggenheims own all 
steamship lines which run up 
except one independent eompany, and 
they are fighting that independent 
line now by cutting rates and refus- 
ing to give them any facilities under 
the interstate commerce law, The 
Guggenheims§ are protesting that 
Alaska is not a territory; that it is a 
district, and being a district, something 
than a territory, the interstate 
law does not apply there,

These accusations made a profound 
impression. After hearing them one 
republican senator remarked confi- 
dentially that he would resign rather 
than vote for the Taft bill. Wonder 
was expressed that Wickersham had 
not told his stery to the president. 
When questioned on this point, Wicker- 
sham said: 

“I made an application to the prest- 
dent for an interview, saying to Mr. 
Carpenter that I wanted to talk with 
the president about these matters. He 
sent word through Mr. Carpenter that 
his mind was made up and he did not 
think it was any wse ‘to talk to me, 
and he declined to see me. Otherwise, 
we might have got something done be- 
fore this bill came here.” 

While the sentiment against the 
pending bill was growing the Morgan- 
Guggenheim syndicate was being daily 
threatened from another quarter. 
Glavis, in anether committee room of 
the capitol, was trying to prove his 
charge that this Syndicate hed 
bought options on the Cunningham 
coal tracts and that this aceounted for 
the seeming haste of Secretary Bal- 
linger in trying to rush these cases 
to final patent. Glavis had been un- 
able to produce the missing link to 
complete the chain of evidence show- 
ing that the Cunninghams had ac- 
tually agreed to deliver their hold- 
ings to the syndicate. 

At this critical period Mr. 
sailed for Europe. A couple 
later John WN. Steele and Stephen 
Birch appeared in Washington. They 
said they represented the Morgan- 
Guggenheim syndicate and Wished to 
make a statement. They were gquick- 
ly sworn. Mr. Steele is one of the 
most polished, aceemplished lawyers 
seen here in a long time. Mr. Birch 
is a young, clean-cut man with an 
engaging frankness of manner.

“rentlemen's agrdement.” It assumed 
enormous liabilities, as Mr. Steele 
naively expressed it, ‘just by word of 
mouth.” 
Formation of Syndicate. 

This odd syndicate was formed in 
1906. The’ Guggenheims and Mr. Mor.-, 
gan agreed to go in together on some 
Alaskan speculations. Eaeh side 
pledged $5,000,000. The particular 
speculation then in view was the Bo- 
nanza copper mine. This embraced 
some highly valuable property about 
190 miles from the coast. The pldn 
of the syndicate was to put up cash 
and buy what it wanted. In this man- 
ner it quickly acquired a 100 per cent 
interest in the Bonanza mine, which 
was owned by the Alaska Copper and 
Gold Company. In quick succession 
thereafter the syndicate bought up 
the following companies: 

The Northwestern Commercial Com- 
pany, operating a line of steamboats 
and a fishing and canning industry; 
the Northwestern Fisheries Company, 
the Alaska Steamship Company, the 
Keeneeott Mines Company and the 
Katalla Company. 

By this time the syndicate was get- 
ting along pretty well. It had = ac- 
quired, in addition to the copper mines, 
a line of steamstihps, some salmon ean- 
considerable 
territory which was capable of de- 
velopment for mines and other enter- 
prises. A railroad was needed to bring 
the ore from the Bonanza mines tothe 
coast. The gevernment had issued a 
right-of-way to a crowd of apeculators, 
and the Mergan-Guggenhelm syndi- 
eate bought up this right-ofway with 
all the terminal facilities and land 
grant privileges which the charter 
carried.

Glad Suspense Is Over. 

Her lawyers have been retained for 
several weeks past. There are several 
of them working in her interest and 
watching every step in the investiga- 
tion.

Mrs. Vaughn's music was heard ten 
days after Professor Vaughn's death, 
by Mrs. John R. Kirk, whose guest she 
was after the funeral. Mrs. Kirk’s 
suspicions were aroused, and she con- 
fided in her husband, who is president 
of the State Normal. She told him oth- 
er things she had observed which 
seemed unusual in the behavior of a 
widow. Investigation of the professor's 
death was instituted by President Kirk 
and by Vaughn's brothers. 

The poison victim was apparently in 
the best of health when he arrived 
home from church on the night of his 
death. Thirty minutes later he died in 
convulsions. His widow, Mrs. Alma 
Proctor-Vaughn, who survives him

The King is simply furious. He de- 
clared when he received the note that 
no English sovereign had been so 
treated since the days of Cromwell! 
and he also said things about the lack 
of common courtesy in modern life. 

An effort has been made to make it 
appear that Mr. Asquith’s action had 
some political significance, but few 
people seem to think that this is so 
It ig a fact, of course, that some of 
the more radical spirits among the 
prime minister's followers have beén 
talking rather loudly about sweeping 
away the monarchy as well as the 
house of lords, but it is inconceivable 
that Asquith, who is a moderate Lb- 
eral, would countenance any such 
scheme. If he did he would soon find 
himself deserted by the great bulk of 
his party, who are prepared to clip 
the wings of the lords, but are not 
ready yet to abolish even the heredi- 
tary feature of the second chamber. 

What is much more likely is that 
Asquith, who is a man of the people, 
never gave the matter a thought and 
replied. _ to the King’s invitation as he 
would have replied to any other. Glad- 
stone was. essentially a courtier and 
was deeply versed in the minutiae of 
the etiquette surrounding a monarch. 
He could not have made such a migs- 
take. Then people say that Mrs. As- 
quith, who is every unpopular in so- 
ciety, answers a good deal of his cor- 
respondence, and she, it is well known, 
has a brusque way of dealing with 
the most itmportant people. 

“She thinks it smart to make little 
of big people,” said a man who is close 
to the king, today, “and perhaps she 
thought she was doing a clever thing 
in snubbing the king. She has done 
a very stupid thing, hqwever, and one 
which will do her husband a lot of 
harm, for his personal relation with 
the king can never be the same again. 

“Of course, King Edward is too 
clever a man to let his actions in pub- 
lic affairs be influenced by his personal 
likes or dislikes, but it is highly im- 
portant that his ministers should be 
men who are personally agreeable to 
him. A man cannot look so calmly 
on great constitutional changes pro- 
posed by a man whom he regards as 
an undiplomatic boor, as he can if 
they come from a man in whose tact 
and discretion he has confidence. I 
should not be surprised if Mr. As- 
quith’s boorish letters had a great ef- 
fect on the future of the controversy 
about the house of lords, which the 
king alone can decide.” 

The king has taken the unprecedent- 
ed step of causing to be published in 
the official Gazette the fact that As- 
quith declined his invitation. The in- 
vation itself was not announced, so 
that the snub is all the more marked.

Every possible consideration commends the pending proposal that con- 
gress make provision for appropriately marking the famous Peachtree 
Creek battlefield, whereon was fought that sanguinary conflict of July 20, 
1864, which shortly preceded the fall of Atlanta and proved a vital factor 
in the termination of the civil war. 

It is not urged or asked that this battlefield be purchased and con- 
verted into a national park. That was at one time contemplated and sug- 
gested, and historical importance would well have justified it. 

But today such a project is practically out of the question, made so by 
a few years of Atlanta-progress. Upon it now are many suburban homes, 


others are soon to go there. Thus, the land has become so valuable that 


its acquirement for park purposes is no longer considered. 


Nevertheless, congress can and should and, we feel assured, will make 
proper provision for marking this field whereon were engaged in bloody 
conflict more than 100,000 men. 

There is now pending before congress a measure appropriating some 
$2,000 for the purpose of making a survey preliminary to the other work 
of placing enduring stone markers where stood the opposing forces, in their 
various divisions and corps, with their commanders, and at those points 
where tne fight waxed fiercest and marked the turning of the tide of 
battle. 


This measure and its ultimate object have the strong approval and in-y

PIECE OF AMBERGRIS 
IS WORTH OVER $2,000 
Pensacola Pilot Makes a Rich 


Find on the Guif 
Coast. 


Pensacola, Fla., February 26.—A 
piece of ambergris, rarely found except 
on the East Indian coast, and which 
comes from the sperm whale, was 
found today by Pilot John Maloy on 
the gulf beach, about a mile west of 
Fort McRae. 

The substance weighs six pounds, 
and has a valuation of over $2,000, be- 
ing used in the manufacture of the 
costliest of perfumery. The pilot was 
going to the wreck of a bark, and was 
close to the waters edgg when the 
valuable piece was tossed up by the 
waves almost at his feet. He did not at 
first recognize the value of his find, but 
upon holding the substance up to the 
sun. discovered that it was a rare 
specimen of aambergris. 

Pilots believe that the piece has been 
brought from the Indian ocean by the 
tides and storms.

Invoice price and market price of 
all imported articles mentioned in the 
tariff in April, 1909, and corresponding 
prices at the present time. 

Foreign wholesale and retail prices. 

Wages and salaries at home and 
abroad. by years from 1900 to 1910. 

The production of gold and the addi- 
tions to the gold coinage by years 
since 1897, both in the United States 
and in the world generally. 

The world’s prices of commodities by 
years from 1897 to the present time. 

The investigation regarding prices 
of commodities in the United States 
will especially cover the last ten years. 
The inquiry in regard to farm prod- 
ucts will be extended to the farm, and 
will also cover wholesale and retail 
prices, while the investigation con- 
cerning manufactured articles and of 
wool, hides, leather, etc., will, in addi- 
tion to going into the question of 
wholesale and retail prices, undertake 
to present prices in the one instance 
at the factory, and in the other, at the 
point of production.

MA YOR DECIDES AGAINST 


AMERICAN SALVATION ARMY 


Mayor Maddox has decided to with- 
draw the permit allowing the Ameri- 
can Salvation Army..to use the public 
Streets for their meetings. For some 
time the regular Salvation Army and 
the American Salvation Army have 
been having a “war” about which 
should be recognized by the city. 
Mayor Maddox, in deciding against the 
American Salvation Army, issued 
the foliowing statement 

“Tl think the withdrawal 
mits of the American Salvation 


ias

is of sufficient importance to justify a 


brief explanation. 

“T may say at the outset that my sole 
reason in withdrawing these permits 
ig to prevent further imposition upon 
the public by the officers of this 


army. 

“Ever since the beginning of my 
term of office, many compiants have 
come to me about the American Salva- 
tior Army, some in writing, others in 
person. | did not pay any great at- 
tention to them at first, but they came 
so frequently that I finally began an 
investigation. The principal one of 
these complaints was that Mr. and 
Mrs. Morrison, the adjutants of the 
American Salvation ATmy, violated 
their permits in taking up collections 
on days other than those assigned to 
them, and upon investigation I found 
this to be true. There are men in the 
city hall building who know this to 
be true, of their own knowledge. 

“T sent for Mr. and Mrs. Morrison 
to come to my office some months ago, 
which they did. I informed them at 
that time that they must take up their 
collections on the days assigned to 
them, or that their permits would be 
withdrawn. They, of course, denied 
that they had violated the terms of 
their permit, but J later found out thet 
they paid but little attention to their 
promises, and complaints against them 
renewed. 

“This displeased me very much, but 
I let the matter go along, as it was 
close to the first of the present year, 
and I knew that we would have to 
teke up the question of Issuing per- 
mits to both armies early in the year. 
I sent for representatives of both the 
armies, and they came to my office. I 
talked the matter over with them, and 
an incident which further displeased 
me very much, grew out of the charge 
made in my presence by Major White, 
of the regular Salvation Army, to Mrs. 
Merpison, to the effect that she con- 
starAly violated her permits. Mrs. Mor- 
rison promptly produced a_ permit, 
dated in January, 1909. which gave her 
the use of a certain day, and claimed 
that she was working under that 
permit, whereas she must have known, 
and unquestionably did know, that 
later permits had been issued, namely, 
in February, 1909, to both armies, 
regulating the days upon which they 
should take up collections. Mr. Mor- 
rison, the husband of Mrs. Morrison, 
knew, and had possession of the Feb- 
ruary permit, and had stated to my

working under it. So, of course, Mrs. 
Morrison must have known of it, and 
was therefore guilty of double-deal- 
ing. In addition to this, Chief Jen- 
nings Wag not pleased with their con- 
duct, nor was Chairman Mason, of the 
board of police commisstoners. Num- 
erous other local complaints came to 
me. It came to my knowledge that 
an officer of their army left the 
Henderson hotel, on Peachtree street, 
after staying there three weeks, with- 
out paying his board, ostensibly as a 
member of the other army. 

“It has also come to me that Mr. 
and Mrs. Morrison have separated sev- 
eral times during the last year, and 
it appears that they only work to- 
gether for the purpose of imposing 
upon the public. I have not been 
able to discover that they do any char- 
ity, or, If any, very little. 

“Knowing that the matter was one 
of considerable importance, and being 
desirous of finding out the experience 
of other cities, about a month ago I 
instructed my secretary, Mr. Johnson, 
to write to other cities with regard to 
their experience with the American 
Salvation Army. I will say that in 
nearly every instance the information 
was most damaging to that army. 

“From Baltimore came the informa- 
tion that ‘it was testified in open court 
by one of the former collectors of the 
American army, that she received 50 
per cent of her collections as a com- 
mission, and that this was the commis- 
sion regularly paid by Major Rhodes, 
commander of the regular army in Bal- 
timore.’ The Baltimore letter also 
states that this army ‘had been driven 
out of various cities because of dis- 
graceful practices.’ 

“A letter from Mr. Lona B. Day, 
superintendent of police, Scranton, Pa., 
inclosed several letters from other 
places. Among them was one from 
Pittsburg, in which it was stated that 
the American Salvation Army post in 
that city ‘had eollectors who went 
about saloons collecting, paying them 
a commission,’ and that ‘unnatural 
practices were practiced at the place.’ 
It was also stated in this letter that 
several of their people left the city 
without paying their bills. 

“From Columbus, Ohio, comes the 
news that eleven of these people were 
arrested in that city, charged with 
loitering, and that at the time of their 
arrest they were commanded by one 
Frank Hayes, alias Betts, who received 
560 per cent of their collections. 

“In Wheeling, W. Va. the Ministerial 
Union passed resolutions declaring the 
army unworthy, and the chief of police 
ordered them out of the city. This

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President Sends Message 
on Navy Personnel. 


é 
He Says That Under Present 
Conditions the Promotion of 
Officers of Lower Grades Is 
Stagnated to Great Hurt of 
the Service. 


Washington, February 26.—Young 
blood in the command of the navy was 
the keynote of a special message which 
President Taft today sent to congress, 
urging legislation for improving the 
personnel of the fighting force and 
to remedy what the president termed 
“an abnormal! condition, the result of 
Past legislation.” 

Under conditions now existing the 
president declared the promotion of 
officers of the lower grades was 
stagnated to the great detriment of 
the service and the country, and be- 
cause nearly every officer who re- 
tained his health was allowed to pass 
through the various grades and be re- 
tired as rear admiral, the greater num- 
ber of commanding officers had had 
inadequate experience. 

Under the existing system, officers 
being trained now in command of bDat- 
tleships and armored cruisers could 
mot serve as flag officers on account 
ef their short time on the active list 
after reaching that grade. 

Some Proposed Changes. 

To remedy these conditions the 
president indorsed a bill which had 
been prepared by Secretary Meyer 
which would promote officers to the 
grade of rear admiral at an average 
age of 54 to 55 years and to captain 
at the average age of 46 to 47. These 
changes, the president said, in his 
opinion, did not provide men young 
enough for the duties of vessels or 
for the best success in a fleet engage- 
ment should war come, but he felt 
they were a decided’ improvement. 

Some of the most important changes 
which the president recommended 
were: 

To create higher ranking flag offi- 
cers. The #ize of the fleet now de- 
mands two grades above rear admiral 
In the Atlantic fleet there should be 
an e@4miral in command, a vice ad- 
mi¢al for the second squadron and 
fear admirals for each of the othertwo 
divisions. 

The personnel of officers and men 
should be based on the tonnage of ef- 
fective ships and increases or decreases 
of ships would increase or decrease 
the personnel in a fixed proportion. 
Provisions should be made against 
sudden fluctuations in the personnel, 
however. 

With 1,200,000 tons of ships as now 
“authorized, the ultimate personnel 
would reach 3,000 line officers and 
midshipmen and 60,000 enlisted men. 
The officers as now would be drawn 
from the naval academy with additions 
from the ranks. 

A reorganization of the retirement 
scheme would fix the rate of pay of 
retired officers on their time of ser- 
vice. The president belleves that too 
many officers reach the rank of senior 
rear admirals and retire without ade- 
quate returns to the government. A 
sliding scale of retirement pay ac-} 
cording to the years of service would 
be arranged. 

Fewer Retirements. 


During the next eleven years, ifthe 
proposed measure becomes a law, there 
will be about 138 retirements from or- 
Ginary causes against 304 during the 
last eleven years, with a cost of one- 
fourth of the latter. 

In urging the need of the proposed 
legislation that the younger officers 
may be eligible for promotion and be- 
come qualified to command the fleet 
and squadron, the president pointed 
to the fact that under the present ar- 
rangement 160 officers would enter 
the junior lieutenant’s grade each year, 
and that only forty a year would be 
promoted out of it. 

“I am strongly of the opinion that 
the future of our navy will be serious- 
ly compromised unless the ages of our 
senior officers are materially reduced 
and opportunity given for experience 
and training for battleship and fleet 
commands,” the president said. 

“Considerations of proper military 
efficiency as well as due sense of 
national dignity and self-respect as 
befitting this great nation, urge that 
the existing situation shall cease,” 
said President Taftinconclusion. “The 
wisdom of congress urged by the over- 
whelming voice of the peopie of our 
country, has provided us with ships of 
the best quality. It is necessary that 
our personnel of officers match these 
superb vessels if the navy is to be at 
the efficiency which is vitally neces- 
sary for its chief purpose and only 
reason for its existence.”

MAGNIFICENT SHAFT TO MARK 


KETTLE CREEK BATTLEFIELD 


The Kettle Creek chapter of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, 
at Washington, Ga., on the 14th in- 


stant, appropriately celebrated the an- | 
Kettle | 


niversary of the battle of 
Creek, which was fought on the 14th 
of February, 1779. The exercises oc- 
curred at the public school auditorium 
Monday evening. 

This chapter has shown commend- 
able enterprise and true patriotism in 
raising sufficient funds to purchase the 
land in the southwestern’ section of 
Wilkes county upon which the thickest 
of this revolutionary conflict was 
waged. A monument will soon be 
erected to the gallant sons of Wilkes 
who sacrificed their lives on that bat- 
tle field, and County Commissioner Cal- 
laway has opened a public road to the 
place in order that the historic spot 
might be preserved and made more ac- 
cessible to the public. 

Story of Battle. 

The battle of Kettle Creek proved to 
be an “Emancipation day” for all 
Georgia. It was a victory which gave 
the Americans the full possession of 
the state. On the 14th of February, 
1,79—St. Valentine’s day—-the young 
reen of Wilkes county were not writing 
love letters to their sweethearts, but 
they were giving up their life blood in 
order to protect them from a burning 
and plundering invader. 

The British, under Boyd, with seven 
hundred men, camped on the edge of 
Kettle Creek. They expected in six 
hours to join McGirth who was just 
cn the other side of Little river. When 
the two wings cf the army united they 
would have 1.500 men with which to 
sweep Wilkes county. General Clarke, 
knowing of these intentions of the 
enemy, marched with all possible haste 
to attack Colonel. Boyd before his 
forces could be joined with those under 
McGirth. His route was southward, 


}after crossing Broad river, passing the 


Old Sardis church at Centerville. 

The Americans marched in line, Pick- 
ens being in the middle, with Clarke on 
the left and Dooley on the right. They 
had only 500 men. However, these men 
realized that they were standing be- 
tween the enemy and their own fire- 
sides, and were striking a blow for the 
old men, the women and the children 
of their homes. Though short, the bat- 
tle of Kettle Creek was one of the 
flercest of the revolutionary war. 

Officers Killed and Wounded. 
“Colonel Boyd was killed. General 
Clarke was wounded, and after the 
horse under him was killed, he was 
placed on another horse but refused to 
leave the battle fleld until the enemy 
were routed. Some went to the In- 
dians, while others went to McGirth, 
who had been waiting at Little river 
for Colonel Boyd, but fled at once to 
Augusta when the news of Boyd's 
death and the magnificent victory of 
the Americans was brought to him. 

The hill on which the battle was 
fcught is to this day known as ‘War 
Hill,” and has been purchased by the 
Daughters of the American Revolution 
of this city. It is for the purpose of 
raising funds necessary for the further- 
ance of their plans for a splendid me- 
rorial on this spot that the anniver- 
sary entertainment was given. For 
many years after the battle of Kettle 
Creek, the l4th day of February was 
a gala day for the citizens of Wilkes 
county, and, indeed, for the state. 
LConcing, martial music and flags of 
the United States supplanted the ar- 
rows, arts and love ditties of Dan 
Cupid. However, on the 14th of the 
present month the two forces were 
united in order to fittingly commemo- 
rate this important event in history. 
The gallant men and fair women of 
Washington are as loyal and patriotie 
today as in Colonial days.

“The decision of the lower courts 
against the Tobacco and Standard Oi] 
Trusts were based on tehnicalities. 
Neither trust has been found guilty 
obnoxious practices usually thought of 
as monopolistic. The so-called ‘erime’ 
of which the lower courts have de- 
clared these two trusts guilty has un- 
doubtedly been committed by many 
hundred corporations throughout the 
country which are’ inconspicuously 
transacting a business universally re- 
garded as perfectly legitimate. — 

“If the supreme court finds against 
them all the capitalistic combinations 
in the county, large and small. which 
are engaged in interstate business 
must dissolve or accept the hazard of 
litigation. 

“Under these clreumstances 
most surprising that President 
should calmly assume that 
trust act, a law hastily framed to ap- 
pease an angry and- ignorant ‘publie 
Sentiment, is a model either of justice 
or expediency. Tf the Sherman act 
cannot kill monopoly except by virtue 
of a technicality that would destrov 
all jarge scal production, then it {fs 
the law, rather than the business 
methods, that must reformed.”

CHARGE OF TREASON

Continued From Page One. 


him with being a “dangerous enemy to 
conservation.” He charged him with 
having made a statement shown by 
undisputed documentary evidence “to 
be absolutely false in three essential 
particulars.” He charged him with 
having “wilfully deceived the presi- 
dent.” and of being disloyal to the 
president. 

Mr. Pinchot’s first hours on the wit- 
ness stand were as replete with sensa- 
tions as had been promised. 

His recital had not progressed very 
far, however, when there came an ob- 
jection from Mr. Ballinger’s attorney 
as to the witness repeating conversa- 
tions had with President Taft. It was 
contended that the relation of these 
conversations would put the president 
in an attitude where he would either 
have to remain silent or else appear 
before the committee as a _ witness, 
which, it was declared, would be un- 
desirable. 

The question was argued and dur- 
ing the course of his statement of the 
matter, the attoPney for Mr. Pinchot 
admitted that President Taft, in a let- 
ter written subsequent to the conver- 
gations, had declared that his recol- 
lection of what transpired at the in- 
terview differed in some particulars 
from that of Mr. Pinchot. The mat- 


ter was put over for consideration 
by the committee in executive session. 
Ballinger Unfaithful to Trust. 

Mr. Pinchot followed up the vigor- 
ous attack upon Secretary Ballinger in 
his opening statement by announcing 
that he fully believed in Special Agent 
Glavis, and was convinced that. all 
Glavis had said was true. He char- 
acterized Glavis as a “faithful public 
servant,” and declared that the facts 
which he presented “proved that Mr. 
Ballinger had been unfaithful to his 
trust as the guardian of public prop- 
erty of enormous value.” 

The conservation movement begun 
under the administration of President 
Roosevelt was progressing splendidly 
up to the time that President Taft and 
Secretary Ballinger came into office, 
declared Mr. Pinchot. He charged that 
in less than a month thereafter, Sec- 
retary Ballinger had practically 
broken the backbone of the central 
idea of the conservation movemént by 
restoring previously withdrawn water 
power sites to the public domain and 
laying them open to private appropria- 
tion and monopolistic control. 

Mr. Pinchot charged that when the 
restorations were made Mr. Ballinger 
gave no hint thar he would rewithdraw 
the power sites, and that he did not 
rewithdraw afiy of them until after Mr. 
Pinchot had gone to the president and 
had made a vigorous protest. 

The restorations by Mr. Ballinger 
were made without any investigation 
of the subject whatever, said Mr. 
Pinchot, and he charged the secretary 
with having deliberately ordered the 
officers of the reclamation § service, 
against their will, to recommend that 
scme of the restorations should be 
rade. 

Mr. Pinchot declared that Director 
Newell, of the reclamation. service, 
would be called as one of his witnesses 
to prove his charges against Secretary 
Ballinger. The former secretary of 
the interior, James R. Garfield, it was 
announced, would also be one of. Mr. 
Pinchot’s backers. 

No Such Decision as Taft Quoted. 

One of the most dramatic incidents 
was when Mr. Pinchot.declared that 
trere was no such decision by the 
comptroller of the treasury as had been 
cited by President Taft in his letter of 
September 13, 19609, to Secretary RBal- 
linger, dismissing the Glavis charges 
and authorizing the removal of Glavis 
from the service of the United States. 

Mr. Pinchot’s implication that Presi- 
dent Taft had either been misled or ut- 
terly mistaken brought about a rapid 
fire of questions from members of the 
committee, Mr. Pinehot, however, 
would not withdraw from his position 
that there was absolutely nothing in 
the decision which President Taft must 
have referred to, which in any way 
warranted the abrogation of the co- 
Cperative agreement by Secretary Ral- 
linger. He declared, in fact, that a 
previous opinion specifically held that 
the agreement was lawful. 

This feature was temporarily passed 
over, but it was very evidént that it 
would be taken up more fully. 

One of the minor charges made by 
Mr. Pinchot was to the effect that Mr. 
Ballinger, ag commissioner of the land 
office in 1907, protested against the 
creation of the Chugach reserve in 
Alaska. The reserve was created over 
his protest, however, and includes most 
of the Cunningham coal claims. 

As s0on as Mr. Pinchot took the stand 
he read the following statement out- 
lining the charges he makes against 
Secretary Ballinger: 

“What I desire to lay before the 
committee is a consecutive story of my 
experience with Mr. Ballinger in re- 
lation to the conservation of natural 
resources. Among several other mat- 
ters there are three oY principal im- 
portance to be callefl to your atten- 
tion. 

“The first of these concerns the pol- 
icy, devised and inaugurated by the 
administration, of protecting monopo- 
listic control of the water power sites 
owned by the people. I shall show you 
that Secretary Ballinger entered his 
office with the clear determination to 
make short work of that policy; that 
he reversed it so far as he was allow- 
ed to do so; that he restored the power 
sites to entry without the remotest 
idea of rewithdrawing them, and that, 
finally, when I charged him last au- 
tumn, to the president, with being an 
enemy to the policy of conservation, he 
capped the climax by giving to the 
president himself an explanation of his 
conduct that was essentially false. 


Pinchot Believes Glavis. 


“The second has to do with my con- 
nection as a government officer with 
the Cunningham coal cases, and with 
the Glavis charges. [ shall show you 
how the forest service became involved 
in these cases and how Glavis submit- 
ted his facts to me. I! believed them, 
as I believe them now, that he told the 
truth. I am convinced now, as I was 
when he came to me, that Glavis was a 
feithful public servant, and that the 
facts which he presented to prove that 
Mr. Ballinger has been unfaithful to 
his trust a® a servant of the publite and 
as a guardian of public property of 
eroTmous values. 

“T shall show you that since I learned 
the facts you have heard from Glavis 
and others, which I am about to lay 
before you, I have acted steadily in the 
light of them, as it was my duty, both 
ros a public officer and as a citizen to

“T shall show you that in pursuance 
of that duty I laid before the president, 
both by word of mouth and in a letter 
of November 4. a statement of my con- 
viction that Secretary Ballinger has 
— a dangerous enemy to conserva- 
tion. .

Prosecutor Garven said tonight that 
every opportunity would be given the 
indicted corporations and their of- 
ficers to come into court of their own 
frec will. If this opportunity were 
disregarded, however, Or if any dis- 
position was shown to treat the pro- 
ceedings with levity, as had been in- 
timated was the case in some quarters, 
should move with speed and Sse- 
versity 

“Capiaseg will be issued at once,” 
said Mr. Garven, “and if those named 
in the papers refuse to answer of 
their own free will, extradition pro- 
ceedings will be issued and some of 
gentlemen will find themselves 
Hudson county with what perhaps 
be unexpected celerity.” 

Bench Warrants Threatened. 

In other words, if on service of the 
capiases the individuals indicted fall 
to respond, bench warrants will be is- 
sued to be served wherever those 
whom they call for may be found, and 
extradition. proceedings would then 
fcliow.

Do you Know what kind of a job it is 
to Keep a city like Atlanta clean? 

tead this story about the cleaning 
of Atlanta, and you will wonder how 
such a great work can be done at a 
cost of only $242,000. If there was not 
aman at the head of the department 
who did not thoroughby understand his 
business, and who did not save the 
city thousands of dollars by his excel- 
lent management, Atlanta could not 
be kept clean for that amount. 


A Regiment of Men. 

There are 348 men, all] told, a small 
regiment, required to clean up the city. 
There are inspectors, flushers, sewer- 
eye men, stable men, cart and wagon 
drivers, crematory men, night men, pit 
men and watchmen—who must have a 
part in the work. There are several 
small towns in Georgia that have not 
as many inhabitants as the sanitary 
department of Atlanta keeps up, which 
is about 1,500 people. 

Every day there is gathered in the 
city 150 tons of garbage, and it takes 
300 wagon loads to carry it to either 
the crematory or some dumping 
ground. That means that in one year 
there is moved in the city about 114,000 
tons of refuse, and that there must be 
hauled something like 230,000 cart 
loads. 

Eivery day in the year, when the 
weather permits, there must be swept 
71 miles of paved streets, and the 
sweepings carted off. 

The dump carts must visit 35,734 
houses and carry off the garbage. 

The carts must also look after 125 
miles of streets where the trash must 
be swept up and carried away. 

For sweeping the paved streets nine 
machines are used, and are used every 
night in the week. To wash off the 
smooth, paved streets, three flushers 
are used and they are at work every 
night in the year. 

The night soil wagons must take care 
of 11,698 earth closets, and 22 wagons 
are required to do this work. 

What It Keeps Going. 

The sanitary department keeps going 
121 carts, 268 mules, 8 horses, 44 wag- 
ons, 9 sweepers and 3 flushers. Nor {s 
this all, for 83 brooms dre kept moving 
al] day long, and during the course of a 
year over 4,000 of these brooms are 
worn out. 

This army men and all this- ma- 
chinery and apparatus must work on 
without ceasing. It is not like the 
waterworks department that can lav a 
main and then let the pumps do the 
rest, or like the sewer department that 
can lay a pipe and then let the rain do 
the rest. The sanitary department must 
move without a stop by the labor of 
men, and if it fails the health of the 
people will suffer. 

These figures may give some idea of 
the great work done in keeping Atlanta 
clean, but they do not tell of the worry 
and trouble that the department ig 
given by thoughtless and unreasonable 
people who do not go their part by com- 
plying with the regulating laws and 
who are prone to make complaint and 
find fault unjustly. 

Atlanta’s sanitary department owns 
three pieces of real estate, the dumping 

rounds, located on the Mason and 

urner’s Ferry road, {including 80 acres; 

a crematory lot, 36x100 feet, néar the 
gas tank, and a lot 100x206 feet on 
Rhodes street, which js used for a 
stable. 

At the dumping ground there ig a 
large stable, built with four sections, 
that gives perfect ventilation, a feed 
house. a barn and a wagon factory. 

Has Itqy Own Wagon Factory. 

Of the wagon factory a great deal 
could be said. In the first place it 
saves the city thousands of dollars an- 
nually. Chi*f John Jentzen instituted 
this factory and here all the wagona 
and carts used by the department are 
manufactured. The wagons if bought 
outside would cost the city about $1258 
aplece, and in the manufacture of them 
the cost is only about $80. The carts 
are made for about $40 apiece, when 
they would otherwise cost about $75. 

There is also at the dumping ground

Superintendent Charles W. Pope is in 
charge of the grounds, and there is not 
a more capable official in the employ 
of the city. 

All the feedstuff is bought through 
the comptroller’s office and from the 
lowest bidders. The material used by 
the department is also purchased from 
the lowest bidders. 

The brooms attached to the street 
machines were formerly bought in 
New York, and they cost the city a 
great deal of money, as one broom only 
lasts about twelve days. Chief Jentzen

Street 
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now makes the brook brooms at the 
crematory and the cost has been re- 
duced more than one-half. 

All of this shows that not only is 
every penny saved, but that the de- 
partment actually makes money by 
reducing the costs of operation. 

The use of flushing machines is only 
of recent date. Formerly all the 
paved streets were swept. When the 
flushers came into use Chief Jentzen 
secured three of them and they clean 
a street much more quickly and more 
thoroughly than the brooms. A flush- 
er wetghs when filled with water with 
a driver on the seat very close to 19,- 
000 pounds, or five tons, and takes 
two strong mules to pull it. 

The sweepers cost $300 each and 
must be bought from only certain 
manufactories, as they are patented. 


How Lots Are Made Valuable. 


Several years ago most of the gar- 
bage was hauled to the dumping 
grounds, much of it is consumed in the 
crematory and the balance is dumped 
into vacant lots that the owners want 
filled. It ts a fact that there are in 
Atlanta today a number of fine homes 
that stand on ground made by the 
dump carts. Those who live in the 
houses probably do not know it, but 
underneath them are tons and tons of 
trash, such as tin cans, old shoes, 
broken glass and crockery and other 
rubbish. Of course, it is buried deep 
and is not in the least unsanitary. It 
only serves to make the flowers blos- 
som more freely and more beautifully. 
Thus has the old refuse, fit for noth- 
ing on earth, made valuable many city 
lots. 

The dumpcarts are still filling lots 
that are hollows in the ground, and 
these in their time may form founda- 
tions for beautiful homes. 

In the trash taken to the crematory 
there is a lot of stuff that will not 
burn and this forms clinkers, which is 
used to fill up holes in the ground, 

At the dumping ground the night 
soll is buried in pits. Across Proc- 
tor’s creek, on the dumping ground 
property, there is a graveyard in which 
all dead horses and cows are buried. 
The dead dogs, cats, chickens and 
pet animals are cremated. 


A Street That Is a Disgrace. 


Speaking of the dumping ground, it 
is not out of place here to say a few 
words about one approach to it, by the 
Mason and Turner’s Ferry road, now a 
eity street, over which many of the 
carts and wagons have to travel. This 
road is simply a disgrace to a civilized 
community. It is worse than any road 
in the swamps of Africa—unfit for man 
or beast. It is hub-deep in mire, and 
so rough that a buggy could hardly 
stand one trip. And yet over this terri- 
ble roadway the city’s mules are made 
to stagger and stumble every day. It 
is ruinous to wagons and carts, and 
almost death to the stock. Time and 
again have the city authoritles been 
appealed to by Chief Jentzen to fix this 
road, and his requests have been given 
not the least attention. It would be a 
good idea to ride the whole city coun- 
cil over the road once every day in a 
cart, 

The chief is doing the best he can— 
as good as any mortal could poasibly 
do. He needs more money. The com- 
plaints about trash carts not visiting 
residences frequently enough are not 
his fault.: He makes carts and mules 
do as much work as they can do. He 


needa .oore. afethem, especially since 


the city’s Iimits are now twice as large 
as they were two years ago. 
How Bond Issue Will Help. 

The bond issue is going to do much 
good toward keeping Atlanta clean. 
The $60,000 crematory will help a great 
deal in disposing of the garbage, and 
will save some of the long hauling. 
The laying of water pipe and the con- 
sequent extension of the lateral sewers 
will do away with a large number of 
the earth closets, and thereby save the 
expense of the night-soil wagons. Sew- 
ers will also dispose of some of the 
garbage that goes into cans at places 
where there is no water and no sewer. 
All of this will help materially. 

An extra appropriation was made 
this year to build a new stable for the 
sanitary department on the stockade 
property. This will save 
from the east side. 

It is probable that 
new territory will give more lots for 
dumping-ground purposes, and that 
will save long hauls to some extent. 

Under the present arrangements all 
the street sweepings and refuse from 
private stables are thrown away. It 
might be utilized and sold as fertilizer 
if there was a place to temporarily 
store it. It has been suggested that 
it might be taken out of the city on 
railroad trains and placed on farms, 
but this plan has never been tried. 

Doing the Best He Can. 

‘We are keeping Atlanta as clean 
as it can be kept,” states Chief Jent- 
zen, “and we are making every dollar 
go as far as it can go. The eity is 
growing so fast that it is hard to 
make the mayor and council realize 
what our needs are and why each year 
we ask for an increased appropriation. 
Now comes Greater Atlanta with the 
old Atlanta larger than it was a year 
ago. It takes money as well as work 
to keep a big city clean. 

“We expect some relief from the 
bond money and that is why we are 
anxious to see the bend f{ssue ready 
before summer comes. With a new 
crematory and more water and sewer 
pipes the demand on my department 
will be somewhat lessened. To save 
expense we make our wagons, carts, 
harness and brooms. If we Adlidn't 
fo that I don’t know how we would 
make ends meet. I believe Atlanta is 
the only city in the country that has 
a sanitary department that runs such 
manufactories. TI have 348 men in the 
department, and while that is ouite’a 
large number, vet every one of them Is 
kent hustling.” 

Now. perhaps, vou have a 0»better 
idea of how Atlanta ts kent clean. The 
old shoes you are weartne. the niate 
from which vou eat, the bowl in which 
vou lave vour face and hands. the hat 
on vour head. the rug on which you 
tread. the clothes vou wear and the 
hric-a-brac that adorns vour home willl 
nearly all eventuallv find their wavy to 
the trash hean and must be given a 
reating nlace by the dump cart man 
who makes his rounds to keep the city 
elean.

State Treasurer Will Not 
Offer for Reelection. 


Hon. J. Pope Brown Announces 
That He Will Not Be a Can- 
didate to Succeed Himself.

Enough Stock Secured to Give 
the Pennsylvania A 
lute Control. 


Philadelphia, February 26.—It was 
reported in financial circles today that 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
had acquired sufficient of the stock of 
the Norfolk and Western Railway 
Company to give it absolute control 
of the road. The Pennsylvania has 
made no official announcement to that 
effect. 

The report, it is said, is not a sur- 
prise, as it was thought when the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company took 
over the holdings of the Norfolk and 
Western stock which had been held 
by Kuhn, Loeb & Co., of New York, 
that some such plan was contemplated. 

The Pennsylvania bought in the Nor- 
folk and Western originally in 1900 and 
1901. In September, 1906, about half 
of the $33,830.000 of the. $80,000,000 
common stock of the Norfolk and 
Western which the Pennsylvania held 
was sold. This is the stock which 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. held. 

In securing the Norfolk and West- 
ern, Boston will be the only seaport in 
the east not tapped by the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad.

That this change would result bene- 
fictallv to all, seems too plain for ar- 
gument. Being on the boundary line 
between the Eastern and Central time 
it does appear that the change 
might be made without the least trou. 

Both Pittsburg and 
Buffalo occupy the same geographical 
position as do we, and my information 
is that these two cities use Wastern 
time. They must consider it to their 
material welfare to do so. I think 
even a short stay or residence in any 
place east of us where Eastern time 
is used would convince anyone of the 
desirability of the change. It would 
mean the gain of one hour of 
daylight throughout three seasons of 
the year without the loss or sacrifice 
of any daylight during the other or 
winter season. 

People residing in aXcity live and 
move by the clock, not by the sun. 
The man that rises in the morning at 
6 o'clock and goes to work at 7, would 
continue the same hours. He would 
simply Se the gainer of one hour of 
daylight in the afternoon that could be 
spent in play or recreation. Take, for 
instance, the two extfemes of daylight, 
December 21 and June 21. In mid- 
winter people congregate for worship 
or amusement from ;three to four 
hours after dark. In mid-summer the 
man that rises at 6 o'clock finds that 
the sun has been up ahead of him some 
two hours. The adoption of Eastern 
time would. in a measure, equalize 
this. By 
early morning hours, which is free to 
us all, we would very materially re- 
duce the amount of artificial light 
needed, which comes to us through a 
meter. Let every man apply this to 
himself, to his individual case. Does 
he not think he would be benefitted? 
Out of thousands of illustrations that 
night be used, take one, the baseball 
game, that a great many of us enjoy 
during the summer months. Called at 
5 o’clock, it would permit the labor- 
ing man to go without cutting short 
hia day; it would permit the office 
man to go without losing but one 
hour from-his business. It would per- 
mit everyone that works, whether

The duties of trainmen are each 
year becoming more severe and exact- 
ing. The number of tons carried by 
the railroads for each trainmen em- 
ployed in 1893 was 56,085, while in 1908 
it was 7,358, an increase of 2,27% tons 
per man. The average number of tons 
in¢a train in 1893 was 184, while in 
1908 it was 352, an increase of 168 
tons per train.

| THE SPOT COTTON MARKET. 


PRICES OF STOCKS 
TOOK TURN DOWNWARD 


Market Was Largely in Hands 
of the Professionals, Who 
Were Disappointed. 


New York, February 26.—Thoe stock 
market remains largely in professional 
hands and the recession in prices to- 
day may be ascribed to the disappoint- 
ment of the professional element over 
attempts to advance prices earlier in 
the week. 

There were several items in the day's 
news that were regarded as‘prompting 
to caution in adopting assumptions as 
to the future The threat of a general 
strike in Philadelphia, in sympathy 
with the street car men’s strike, caused 
anxiety, not only for the direct effect, 
but for a possible inflammatory influ- 
ence on the sentiment with which other 
negotiations of labor disputes may be 
conducted. The statement of eastern 
railroad managets, giving reasons for 
refusal to grant demands for increases 
of wages, directed attention to the gen- 
eral subject and the widespread field 
of such disputes. The large number 
of reporte of damage to the winter 
wheat crop in the southwest from the 
severe weather had a dampening ef- 
fect on speculative temper and proved 
the growing influence of the crop sit- 
uation on the securities market. Ac- 
count was taken also of the reserve 
shown by the mercantile agencies in 
speaking of the commercial] conditions 
gen y. 

Announcement was made in favor of 
one or two important bond offerings 
and a canvass of the number of 
projected issues gave the impression 
that new financing must play an im- 
portant part in the money market for 
some time to come. The persistent 
strength tn the foreign exchange mar- 
ket was an ‘indication that further ex- 
perts of gold might be a feature of 
next wéek’s markets. The heavy vol- 
ume of merchandise imports at the port 
of New York and the coming maturity 
of corporation note issues, of which 
large portions are held abroad, explain 
this movement. The establishment of 
higher prices of the Ann Arbor issues 
was acc>mparied by reports of the ac- 
quisition of that system in the interest 
of the Edwin Hawley group. 

The bank statement showed the cash 
decrease limited to about a million dol- 
lars and the loan increase apparently 
due to taking over of loans from the 
trust companies. The feature of the 
statement wes the heavy contraction 
of $1,208,600 in the circulation item. 
This retirement of bank notes, with 
government bonds at their present low 
price, is highly significant of the re- 
dundancy in the circulation and the 
impossibilitity of keeping bank notes 
out. The whole problem of high prices 
impaired export demand and stimulat- 
ed import demand, and the outward 
tide of the gold movement is invo ved 
in the condition thus indicated. The 
contraction of the note circulation will 
act to correct the condition, but the 
effect on flotation of future govern- 
ment bond issues presents a new phase 
of the problem.

Since the publication in The Constl- 
tution some ten days ago calling atten- 
tion of the corporations to the fact 
that many returns were being sent to 
the state house and to the national 
capital, Collector Rtucker’s matl has 
brought in retufns from corporations 
in all sections of his territory. 

Returna Under Protest. 

But many of these returns have been 
accompanted- by a protest, the officers 
of the -corporations—banks, Insurance 
companies and other joint stock com- 
panies—claiming that the excises law 
is unconstitutional. Some of the pro- 
far enough to announce 
that the validity of the law would be 
contested in the federal courts. 

The law provides that all corpora- 
ticns with more than $6,000 capitali- 
zation shall make atruereport of their 
work for the year, and negligence to 
do so or a misrepresentation places 
thé corporate organization subject to 
a heavy penalty.

Passing of a Patriotic Woman. 
Mrs. Luther Adine McCulley Brown, 
one of the four surviving nieces of 
a revolutionary soldier, and a membér 
of the Piedmont Continental Chapter, 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, Atlanta, died recently in Tif- 
fin, Ohio. The Tiffin Daily Tribune 
of that place pays tribute to Mrs. 
Brown, as follows: 

“The deceased had the distinction of

being one of the four surviving nieces 
revolutionary soldier and was 

y prominent in the Daughters of 
the American Revolution. She was a 
daughter of- Joseph and Susan McCul- 
ley, one of the first families of Massa- 


chusetts, and was born December 1, 
1845, at Middleborough, Mass., being a 
great-granddaughter of Noah 
Sr., a revolutionary soldier, and also a 
niece of John McCulley, a revolution- 
ary soldier and a member of Perry 
(Churchill's company, of Middleborough, 
Mass. She was a member of Piedmont 
Continental Chapter, Daughters of the 
American Revolution, of Atlanta, Ga., 
in which chapter she has held numer- 


positions in the state organization, and 
was delegate to the general assembly 
of the Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution at Savannah, Ga. She also 
had the very high distinction of being 
on the committee which had in charge 
the removal of the remains of Nathan- 
iel Green, a revolutionary soldier, from 
the old cemetery at Savannah, Ga., to 
the grave at the monument erected in 
his memory, at Battery Park, tn that 
place, which removal ceremonies were 
attended by all the principal civic 
bodies in the south, as well as by mili- 
tary organizations and representative 


tion. 

“The deceased was 
from Georgia to the Continental Con- 
gress of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
Can Revolution at Washington, D, C., 
and was present as a delegate at the 
laying of the cornerstone of the new 
Continental Hall. at Washington. She 
was educated at Middleborough col- 
lege, in Massachusetts, and was a life- 
long member of the Presbyterian 
church. On November 1, 1873, she was 
united in marriage to Thomas J. 
Brown, a graduate of Heidelberg uni- 
versity at Ottawa, Ill., and for eighteen 
years lived at. Foler, Ind., “where her 
husband was engaged in the practjce 
of law. At the end of this time they 
removed to Atlanta, Ga., where they 
resided for seven years and where Mrs. 
Brown was very active itn Grand 
Army of the Republic circles. Four 
years ago they removed to Chicago, 
Iil., shortly after which time Mrs. 
Brown suffered a stroke of paralysis, 
and two years ago they came to this 
city, where it was hoped the quiet and 
climate would aid in restoring her to 
health. From the time that his wife 
suffered the stroke of paralysis, Mr.

Henderson on Busoni. 

W. J. Henderson, of The New York 
Sun, one of the most prominent critical 
authorities in this country, wrote of 
Busoni’s recent recital in New York, 
with the Philharmonic Orchestra:

Busoni, who has not been heard in 
this country for some years. 

“It was, infeed, a pleasure again to 
hear this artist, to refresh recollec- 
tions of his former playing and to mod- 
ify them in the light of his subsequent 
development. Mr. Busoni has passed 
much of his time in Germany, and the 
connoisseurs of that country regard 
him as one of the foremost pianists of 
the time. He satisfies them by the 
clarity and repose of his interpreta- 
tions; he convinces them by the sound- 
ness of his scholarship. 

“Mr. Busoni was first announced to 
pYay the ‘Wanderer’ fantasia, but the 
‘Emperor’ concerto of Beethoven was 
substituted even after the program 
notes were printed, and the audience 
received information of the change 
from slips inserted in the programs. 

“It mattered little what was the rea- 
for the change. It certainly did 
not brnig any disappointment to the 
listeners, for Mr. Busoni'’s playing of 
the Beethoven concerto was something 
to give much pleasure to admirers of 
sane, honest, musically interpretation. 
There were some purely personal 
toucnes which purists might perhaps 
question, but the reading was, as a 
whole, réspectful, sympathetic and 
genuinely artistic. 

“Since he last visited New York, Mr. 
Busoni has gained much in the depart- 
ment of touch and tone. His tone is 
far more liquid and his playing, as a 
consequence, more transparent and 
warm than it used to be.

ways comes to the Doctor ignorant of 
the pathology of the disease, and 4s it 
is a disease of undoubted long-stand- 
ing, it is essential that he should be 
given a frank, conscientious talk, and 
should be made to understand what his 
condition is; what the chances are for 
a cure, and how the cure is to be 
brought about. The case under no cir- 
cumstances should be treated with in- 
difference. 

But we will suppose that the patient 
has been given a frank, conscientious 
talk, and has been made to understand 
@s near as possible what his real con- 
dition is, and what the course of the 
disease is going to be; and what the 
chances are for perfect results. Now, 
if the patient is given proper treat- 
ment, he will probably, ina few weeks, 
be free from any signs of the disease, 
any external signs at least, and then 
he will begin to wonder why it is that 
the Doctor told him that he must keep 


for good and all: and the result is that 
he drifts into the hands of someone 
later on, as bad as ever, and he be- 
comes after a while firmly convinced 
that there is no such a thing as a cure 
for his affliction. He comes to believe 
that he may be benefitted to a certain 
extent, may get temporary cure, but 
nothing that is real and permanent. 
Now it is just here where the frank, 
honest talk that I have spoken about 
before is of essential importance to the 
patient. If this is given to him can- 
didly in the beginning, and he has 
confidence enough in his adviser to 
listen to him, and if you firmly im- 
press it upon him that he must contin- 
ue treatment a long time in order to 
get perfect results, he will usually 
continue without intermission until

A large proportion of cases will fol- 
low your advice, and if they do they 
will without a bit of doubt get perfect 
results, and Ahe results will be abso- 
lutely permanent, and there will be no 
danger to the future life and welfare 
of the patient, or to those whose wel- 
faresche ought to think of even above 
his own. 

But there is another class of cases 
that probably appreciate all that I 
have said about it,and realize at once 
that they have got a long slege before 
them and are willing to submit to 
proper treatment, but they fall into 
the hands of some careless practition- 
er, Or maybe a very competent man in 
other respects, or in the treatment in 
the general run of acute diseases, but 
he fails to appreciate the necessity 
of careful attention to details, and 
thorough methods in the treatment of 
this serious affection. In consequence 
he gives the patient some prescrip- 
tion or some of the routine cures that 
he hag put down while listening to his 
professors’ lectures on the subject, or 
read in his text-books, and pays but lit. 
tle further attention to the patient, 
and the consequence is, the patient is 
disappointed and the Doctor's reputa- 
tion is hurt. 

The facts are, that there is nothing 
that needs such careful watching, such 
careful attention to details, such thor- 
ough methods, as syphilitic blood 
poison in all its phases. 

In my preceding talks On the sub- 
ject, those who have followed me know 
that I am very emphatic in my de-

Almost anyone who reads this can ca'l 
to their minds a number of them that 
has been advertising in Atlanta the 
last four or five years. And the gen- 
eral course is to guarantee the earth. 
They do this for some time, and after 
they have got all the spoils they pos- 
sibly can, they advertise for asfew 
weeks a free treatment, which is in- 
tended to catch a few more of the un- 
wary, then they follow it up with @ 
beaitifully composed letter written by 
some graduate of a correspondence 
school, and go on to say that a dis- 
tinguished specialist has kindly con- 
sented to visit them for a couple of 
days, and he has, after much persua- 
sion, given them permission to write 
the correspondent that he will take 
pleasure in seeing them if they will 
call at a certain time. 

Now, this distinguished Specialist, in 
four cases out of five, is a man who 
has recently worn stripes for the good 
of his country, isn’t scarcely ever en- 
titled to the name of Doctor, but is 
quite probably known from the At- 


Then 
the next new move is to pull out for 
fresher pastures, or to find some green- 
horn Doctor who will give them a good 
price for something that a man who 


knows wouldn't have for a gift.

In one, 
by a very excellent man, indeed, he 
recommends very highly a certain Sil- 
ver Salt, a proprietary article, of 
course.

A man comes in and he is given 
treatment, reports next morning that 
is practically all right; he will 
probably remain so for days or even 
weeks, but I always find out very 
carefully about his history, as. to 
whether he has had a previous at- 
tack, and if he has I am quite sure 
that this was simply a recurrence of 
the old attack, and he is going to need 
a very thorough treatment before he 
is permanently cured.

Atlanta's reason of

Speaking in Macon, Ga. President 
Davis had said: “Atlanta must beheld 
at all cost."’ Sherman in his memoirs 
says: “I knew the capture of Atlanta 
would be the death Knell of the South- 
ern Confederacy.” 

During Johnston's masterly retreat 
from Chattanooga and Dalton, he was 
planning a determined atand at the 
gates of Atlanta. Engineers had been 
sent ahead to survey the country and 
correct the war maps. Brt it so hap- 
pened that at this particular juncture 
Jotnston's opponent in the fleld held a 
much higher opinion of his capacity 
and generalship than did the president 
of the Confederacy, and on the eve of 
the battle of Atlanta, Johnston wag re- 
moved from his coramand and Hood 
elevated to the position. The latter 
was thus suddenly confronted with the 
necessity of making a defensive fight 
against the overwhelming forces of a 
victorious invading army. hat was 
not the kind of fighting Hood liked 
best, nof one in which he excelled. Ha 
knew little of strategy, but placed his 
hope in the desperate charge and reck- 
less assault. 

To secure the most realistic picture 
of the battle of Atlanta, the reader 
would do well to keep in mind the 
conditions and movements of troops 
immediately preceding it. The battle 
of Chattanooga was fought on Novem- 
ber 25, 1863, and resulted in Brage 
abandoning all efforts to retake the 
city and leaving in full retreat toward 
the southeast. He halted his army and 
intrenched them in front of Dalton, 25 
miles away. Here they remained with- 
out molestation through the winter. 
President Davis, in view of the dis- 
satisfaction with which General Bragg 
was regarded by the southern people, 
at the latter's own request relieved 
him of his command and calied him to 
Richmond ag his chief of staff. 

Johnston Succeeds Bragg. 

Joseph .E. Johnston was transferred 
from Mississippi toward the end of 
Lecember and placed in command of 


‘the army stationed at Dalton. The 
Confederate cabinet wished him to seek 
‘at the earliest possible moment to re- 
|irieve the lost ground and to make a 
demonstration in Tennessee. Condi- 
tions were not such as to seem favor- 
able to Johnston, and he advised Presi- 
defit Davis, “I can see no other mode 
of taking the offensive than to beat 
the enemy when he advances and then 
move forward.” The strength, means 
of transportation and supplies of the 
army were not such as to make him 
hopeful of sticecess in an aggressive 
movement. So he remained on the de- 
fensive in Daiton. He organized two 
army corps under Hardee and Hood. 
Later, when General Pope joined him 
with enother corps, his command 
reached probably 650,000 in strength. 
Wheeler's cavalry, which was organ- 
ized as a separate corps, numbered in 
the beginning probably less than 2,000 
horsemen. 
* Sherman Invades Georgina.

A great deal has been said and 
¥vritten of Johnston's failure to more 
actively oppose Sherman's crossing of 
the Chattanoochee river. But John- 
ston had chosen hig field well.

Johnston Is Removed. 
Just as he was preparing 
‘battle on the ground he had selected, 
while Sherman was advancing from 
the river in several columns, Johnston 
on the 17th of July without any pre- 
vious warning, was removed by tele- 
graphic orders from Richmond and the 
command turned over to General Hood, 
A few days before, General Bragg, the 
acting chief of staff of President 
Davis, had visited the army, -but had 
given no intimation of the impending 
change. 

While obeying the order promptly, 
Johnston could not forbear from di- 
recting attention to the fact that Lee's 
army in Virginia had retreated quite 
as rapidly and as far as his own. But 
President Davis was not personally 
friendly to Johnston and considered 
that the situations were different, and 
a@ more aggressive policy was prac- 
tical in Georgia than in Virginia. 

Under the circumstances, since a 
more aggressive campaign had been 
determined upon, it would probably 
have been hard to find a man more 
suited for the particular task than 
General Hood. He had given a good 
account of himself as a division com- 
mander under Longstreet in Virginia, 
at Gaines’ Mills, Second Manassas, An- 
tietam and Gettysburg. He had shown 
dash and spirit and daring. “lilitary 
authorities now concede, however, that 
it was a fatal error to suppose the 
army under Hood's command could un- 
Gertake against its well-equipped op- 
ponents the Kind of campaign contem- 
plated. Though Hood had freely criti- 
cised the cautious strategy of his pre- 
decessor, he was frankly averse to as- 
suming the command under the implied 
conditions. 

The plans formulated by Johnston 
were communicated by him in full de- 
tail to Hood. They! contemplated a 
battle at Peachtree ¢reek and then a 
movement eastward against McPher- 
son. These general plans were adopt- 
ed by Hood, but whether his methods 
were the same as Johnston's would 
have been, is uncertain. 

Changes in two of the three corps 
which made up the confederate army 
followed the elevation of Hood. 
eral A. P. Stewart was assigned to 
what was formerly Polk’s ‘corps, and 
General Cheatham to Hood's. Hardee 
retained his own. 

Battle of Peachtree Creek. 

We come now to the battle of Peach- 
tree creek. Hood’s army, according 
to Captain Stuart, numbered about 45,- 
000 effective fighting men, including 
1.500 Georgia militia under General G.

Sherman’s main army the previous 
evening was lined up on the north 
side of the creek, the line resting along 
the foothills north of the creek and 
being practically identical with the 
newly-surveyed Peachtree Battle ave- 
nue, running along the creek from the 
road to the Howell Mill road. 

Thomas, with 60,000 men, was di- 
rectly in front of the confederate main 
line, preparing to cross the creek at 
a moment's notice. Schofield was pre- 
paring to cross further up. McPher- 
s0n was approaching Decatur. Thomas, 
to close the gap between his own left 
and Schofield’s right, ordered Howard 
with two divisions to:-move toward the 
left and connect with Schofield. This 
still left a gap of two miles. 

Hood’s plan was for Stewart and 
Hardee to swing forward through this 
ir.terval, attack and crush Thomas’ 
left flank, if possible, and drive that 
army northward and westward through 
Peachtree creek and toward the Chat- 
tahoochee river. The rapid advance 
of Schofield and McPherson toward At- 
lanta on the east, caused a delay in 
the execution of this plan, which had 
been timed for 1 o’clock in the after- 
noon, in order to permit a shifting of 
Hood's whole command to the right the 
distance of about a division front. 

Finally, about 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon the battle commhenced. Hood's 
attack fell upon Newton’s division and 
Hooker’s corps, who were separated 
by about two miles from the rest of 
the fourth corps under Howard. New- 
ton’s division was about half a mile 
routh of Peachtree creek, with its left 
flank toward Clear’ creek, and the 
whole line covering the crossroad 
that lead by Collier’s mill, this mill 
being located at the point where the 
present Collier road, from E. R, Du- 
Bose’s residence on Peachtree road to 
T. B. Felder’s residence on the Howell 
Mill road, crosses the Tan Yard branch 
or. what was then Known as Shoal! 
Creek. 

Newton had a batttery on this road 
from his center and Captain Evan P. 
Howell's confederate battery was lo- 
cated on the hill where now stands the 
J. J. Spalding residence. He had 
covered his front hastily with a bar- 
ricade of rails and timber. 

It has been explained 
accidental separation of 
corps was due to the mis-~- 
leading maps.

To appreciate what followed 
necessary to get a view of the location 
of the federal troops against whom 
Hardee and Stewart moved.

his position on the north side 
creek, Ward marched to the bridge in 
the rear} of Newton's division of the 
fourth corps, and after crossing took 
position behind some hills overlooking 
Shoal creek, which lay in a 
deep valley between him and Geary. In 
this valley there was open country 
along the stream, especially about 
Collier’s mill. Shoal creek is 
known to Atlantans of today as Tan- 
yard branch. It is now the Orme 
street sewer and the city’s new 
fying basin for that side of Atlanta is 
tu be located just between the old 
Collier mill site and the point where 
the branch flows into Peachtree creek. 

Newton had moved his division for- 
ward after relieving Wood and was 
about haif a mile south of Peachtree 
creek, with his left flank toward Clear 
creek, and his whole line covering the 
cressroad that led by Colller’s mill. 
All of the divisions were deployed 
with two brigades in front and one as 
a reserve. Newton had a battery on 
the road in his center and another in 
reserve and had covered his front 
hastily with a barricade of rails and 
timber. Ward had not been able to 
move his cannon across the ravines, 
and a battery of his division was left 
near the Howell mill bridge, where it 
did deadly work later. Geary and 
Willlams had field batteries with 
them, and so had the divisions of 
Palmer's corps. 

Hardee and Stewart Attack. 

About 3 o’clock Hardee and Stewart 
moved forward to uncover the federal 
position and begin the attack. The as- 
sault by Stewart's corps was west of 
Shoal creek, his right entering the 
angle between Ward's and Geary’s di- 
visions and his left extending some- 
what beyond Williams’. Mardee moved 
down the space between Shoal creek 
and Clear creek covered by Howell’s 
battery on the hill on the Peachtree 
road, where now stands the J. J. Spald- 
ing residence. Newton’s division was 
in Hardee’s front.

Just as Hardee had ordered another 
attack, 4@ command came from Hood 
for a division to keep McPherson from 
entering Atlanta on the east. Wheeler 
had fallen back s0 close to the city 
that Hood urged him to hold his posi- 
tion at all hazards, reminding him that 
General Smith, with the state troops 
and all the reserve artillery, was in 
the works behind him. Wheeler’s cav- 
alry had been driven back upon a bald 
hill, which was to be the Key of a 
desperate struggle on the 22d. About 
6 o’clock it seemed inevitable’ that 
Wheeler must be driven within the 
fortifications of the city, and that 
Cheatham’s line was stretched as much 
as it would bear. Hood then ordered 
Hardee to send a division at once to 
support the cavalry, and Cleburn de- 
-tached his splendid division and moved 
silently into the breastworks which in- 
cluded those on the bald hill where the 
cavalry had map their last stand as 
night came on.

Two Generals Killed. 


The second day following the battle 
of Peachtree creek was fought the bat- 
tle of Atlanta, to the east of the city, 
in which General J. B. McPherson, 
commanding the union army of the 
Tennessee, and General W. H._ T. 
Walker, of the confederate forces, 
were killed. On the 28th of July anoth- 
er battle was fought, west of the city. 
The siege continued until September 
1, when Hood, recognizing the absolute 
futility of further defense, withdrew 
from the city and moved in the direc- 
tion of Nashville. 

The losses in the battle of Peachtree 
creek have been variously stated, but 
it is probable that the union loss in 
killed, wounded and missing was about 
3,500, and that of the confederdtes 
4,400, though Hood’s loss has been 
placed as high as 6,000. 

It was in this battle that General 
Benjamin Harrison, afterward presi- 
dent, was severely wounded, and Wal- 
ter Q. Gresham, afterward twice 
secretary of state, was shot through 
the thigh.

For our second expedition we select- 
ed the Guas Ngishu plateau, the Nzola 
river and Mount Elgon. 
trip which involves elaborate prepara- 
tion and some difficulty in keeping up 
supplies for the camp and the porters. 
It is the most promising place, how- 
ever, for black maned lion and ele- 
and on account of these two 
capital prizes in the lottery of big 
game hunting, Occasional parties are 


‘willing to venture the time and ex- 
' pense necessary to reach this district. 


We disembarked, or “detrained,” as 
they say doWwn here, at a little station 
on the railroad called Londiani, eight 
miles south of the equator and 500 
miles from Mombasa. Then with two 
transport wagons drawn by § thirty 
oxen, our horses for gafloping lons, 
and 100 porters, we marched north, 
always at an altitude of from 7,500 
to 9,200 feet, through vast forests that 
stretched for miles on all sides. The 
country was beautiful beyond words— 
clean, wholesome and vast. In many 
places the scenery was as trim and 
clean as sections of the wooded hills 
and meadows of Surrey.. One might 
easily imagine himseif in a great pri- 
vate estate where landscape gardeners 
had worked for years. 

A Dinner Coat in the Wilderness. 

At night the cold was keen and four 
blankets were necessary the night we 
camped two miles from the equator. 
In the day the sun was hot in the 
midday hours, but never unpleasantly 
so. After two days of marching 
through forests and across great 
grassy folds of the earth we reached 
Elodam ravine, a subcommissioner’s 
boma that looks for all the world 
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MeCutcheon. 

Nzoia River, Guas Ngishu Plateau, 
November 12.—-After one has been in 
British East Africa two months he be- 
gins to readjust his preconceived ideas 

real conditions. Iie discovers 
nothing is really as bad as he 
it would be. and that distance, 
magnifica the terorrs of 
a far away land. In spite of the fact 
that he is in the heart of a primitive 
country, surrounded hy native tribes 
that still are mystified by a glass mir- 
ror, and perhaps many days’ march 
from the nearest white person, he still 
may feel that he in touch with the 
great world outside. His mail reaches 
him somehow or other, even if he is in 
the center of some vast unsettied dis- 
trict devoid of roads or trails. 

How it is done is a mystery, but 
the fact remains that every once ina 
while a blacK man appears as by magic 
and hands him a package containing 
letters and telegrams. He is a native 
“runner,” whose business is to find you 
ver you may be, and he does it, 
matter how long it may take him. 
telegram eddress2d to any sports- 
in East Africa would reach him 
addressed with his name and 
“British bast Africa.’ There 
are only four or five thousand white 
residents in the whole protectorate, 
and the names of these are duly cata- 
logued and known to the postoffice of- 
ficials both in Mombasa and Nairobi. 

If a strange name appears on a let- 
ter or dispatch, inquiries are made, and 
the identity of the stranger is quickly 
established. If he is a sportsman, the 
outfitters tn Nairobi will know who 
he js They will have equipped him 
with porters and the other essentials 
of a caravan, and they will know ex- 
actly tn which section of the protec- 
torate he is hunting. So the letter is 
readdressed in care of tie “boma,’’ or 
government station, nearest to that 
section. The letter duly arrives at the 
boma, and a native runner is told to 
go out and deliver the message. He 
starts off. and by inquiry of other na- 
tives and by relying on a natural in- 
stinct that is little short of marvelous, 
he ultimately finds the object of his 
search and delivers his message. 

Life at the Bomas, or Capitals. 

If you look at a map of British East 
Africa you will be amazed at the num- 
ber of names that are marked upon it. 
You would quite naturally think that 
the country was rather thickly settled, 
whereas in fact there are very few 
places of settlement away from the 
single line of railroad that runs from 
Mombasa to Victoria Nyanza. The pro- 
tectorate is divided into subdistricts, 
each one of which has capital, or 
“boma,” as it is called. This boma 
usually consists of a white man’s resi- 
dence, a little postoffice, one or two 
Indian stores where al! the necessities 
of a simple life may be procured, and 
a number of native grass huts. There 
is usually a small detachment of aska- 
ris, or native soldiers, who are nec- 
essary to enforce the law, repress any 
native uprising and collect the hut tax 
,of $1 a year that ts ic:posed :pon each 
household in the district. 

Other names on the map may look 
important, Dut prove to be only 
streams, or hills, or some landmarks 
that have been used by the surveyors 
to signify certain places. In our five 
weeks’ trip through Transtanaland we 
found only two of these bomas, Fort 
Hall and Embo, and three or four 
ranches where one or more white men 
lived. In our present expedition to 
Mount Elgon we have found only two 
places where the mark of civilization 
showed—Eldoma ravine and Sergoi. In 
the former place the only white man 
was the subcommissioner, and in the 
latter a policeman and a general store 
Rept by a South African. A number 
of Boer seitlers are scattered over the 
plateaus, trying to reclaim little sec- 
tions of land from its primitive state. 

Where the Lion its Monarch, 

Between Sergoi and Londiani, on the 
railroad, 90 miles south, there is one 
litile store where caravans may buy 
foog for porters and some of the sim- 
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pler necessities that white men may 
require. Al] the rest of the country 
for thousands of square miles is given 
up to the lion and zebra and the vast 
herdg of antelope that feed upon the 
rich grass of the plateau. 

Yet, in spite of the sparcity of set- 
tiement, the native runner manages to 
find.you, even after days of traveling 
without compass or directions to aid 
them. 

Hunters who come to East Africa 
usually are sent to certain districts 
where game is known to be abundant. 
These districts are well defined and 
eftentimes there may be a number of 
“safaris,” or expeditions in them at 


the same time, but so large are the dis- 
triets that one group of hunters very 
‘rarely encroaches upon the others. 

Some parties are sent to Mount Kili- 
(manjaro, in the vicinity of which there 
4s good hunting. Others are sent out 
‘from points along the rallroad for cer- 
tain classes of game that may be found 
only in those spots. Simba, on the 
railroad, ig a favorite place for those 
who are after the yellow maned or 
plains lion. Muhorini, also on the rail- 
road, is a favorite place for those who 
want the rean antclope; Naivosha is a 


i al 


gcod place for hippos, and south of 
Kijabe, in what is called the Sotik, is 
a district where nearly all sorts of 
£3mMe abound. The Tana river is a fa- 
vorite place for rhinos, buffaloes, near- 
ly all sorts of antelope, and some lion; 
Mount Kenla is an elephant hunting 
ground, and the Aberdare range, be- 
tween Kenia and Naivocha, also is good 
for elephant. North of Kenta is the 
Guas Nytiro river, a rich district for 
game of many kinds. And so the coun- 
try is divided up into sections that are 
sure to attract many sporting parties 
who desire certain ginds of game. 


Strack Rich Game Soon, 


Our first expedition out from Natrobi 
was across the Athi plains to the Tana 
river and Mount Kenia, a wonderful 
trip for those who are willing to take 
chances with the fever down the Tana 
river. In five weeks we saw lion, 
rhino, buffalo and elephant—-the four 
groups of animals that are called 
“royal game”; also hippo, giraffe, eland, 
wildebeest, and many varieties of 
smailar game. It is doubtful whether 
there igs any other section of East Afri- 
cs where one could have a chance for 
sO many different species of game in

like a mountain health resort. From 
the hill upon which the station is situ- 
ated one may look’across the Great 
Rift valley, 2,000 feet below, and 
stretching away for miles across, like 
a Grand canon of the Colorado with- 
6ut any mountains in it. Strong stone 


this is a section of the country that 
has suffered much from native upris- 
ings during the last few years. We 
called on the solitary white resident 
one evening, and, true to the creed of 
the Briton, he had dressed for dinner. 
The sight of a man in a dinner coat 
miles from a white man and leagues 
from a white woman was something 
to remember and marvel at. 
Northward from Eldoma ravine for 
days we marched sometimes in dense 
forests so think that a man could 
scarcely force himself through the un- 
dergrowth that flanked the trail, and 
sometimes through upland meadows so 
deep of waving grain. Then through 
miles of country studded with the 
gnarled thorntree that looks so much 
like our apple trees at home. It was 
as though we were traversing an end- 


rating in the cool winds of the African 
highlands. And then, all suddenly, we 
came to the end of the trees, and be- 
fore us, like a great, heaving yellow 
sea, lay the Guas Ngishu plateau that 
stretches northward 100 miles and al- 
ways above 7,000 feet in altitude. 
The Limit in Sight. 

Far ahead, like a little knob of blue, 
was Sergoix hill, forty miles away, 
and beyond,in a fainter blue, were the 
hills that mark the limit of whit: 
man’s passport. On the way the dis 
trict is marked: “Natives;

dred miles away, the dim outline of 


Mount Blgon rose in easy slopes from 


the horizon. Elgon with its elephants, 
was our goal, and in between were the 
black maned [ions that we hoped to 
meet. 

It would be hard to exaggerate the 
charm of this climate. And yet this, 
one thought, was equatorial Africa, 
which, in the popular imagination, is 
supposed to be synonymous with tor- 
rential rains, malignant fevers, and 
dense jungles of matted vegetation. It 
was more like the friendly stretch of 
Colorado scenery at the time of year 
when the grasses of the valley are 
dotted with flowers of many colors and 
the sun shines down upon you with 
genial warmth. 

Each morning we marched ten or 
twelve miles and then went into camp 
near some little stream. In the after- 
noon we hunted for lions, beating out 
swamps, scouting every bit of cover 
and combing the tall grass for hours 
at a time. Hartebeest, topi, zebra, 
eland, oribi, red buck, and smal] grass 
antelope were upon all sides and at all 
times. 

Williams Mauled by a Lion. 

The herds of zebra and hartebeest 
literally numbered thousands, but, ex- 
cept as the latter were occasionally 
required for food for the porters, we 
seldom tried to shoot them, Every Boer 
settler we saw was interviewed and 
every promising lion clue was followed 
to the bitter end, but without result. 
Sometimes we remained in one camp @ 
day or more in order to search the lion 
retreats more thoroughly, but never a 
black maned lion was routed from his 
lair. A few weeks later, when the 
grass has been burned to make way 
for new grass, as is done each year, 
the chances will be greatly improved, 
and we hope for better luck when we 
retrace our steps from Elgon in De- 
cember. Just now it would be like try- 
ing to find a needle in a haystack to 
find a lion in the tall grass, and a good 
deal more dangerous if we did find one. 
There are lots of them here, but they 
are taking excellent care of them- 
selves. In July,. Mr. MeMillan, Mr. 
Selcus and Mr. Williams were in the 
same district after black maned lions. 
They heard them every night, but saw 
only one in several weeks. This one, 
however, made a distinct impression. 
Williams saw him one day and wound- 
ed him at 200 yards. The lion charged 
and could not be stopped by Williams’ 
bullets. It was only after it had leaped 
on the hunter and frightfully mauled 
him that the Hon succumbed to his 
wounds. And it was only afte® months 
of suffering that Williams finally re- 
covered from the mauling. 

We felt that if Frederick Selous, the 
world’s greatest big game hunter, 
could not find the lion, then our 
chances were somewhat slim. And up 
to date they have been. 

Wounded Elephant Tramples Hunter. 

Since that time, in August, there 
have been few parties in this district. 
Captain Ashton came in two months 
ago and we met him on his way out. 
With him was Captain Black, a pro- 
fessional elephant hunter, who three 
years ago, on the Aberdare, had a bad 
experience with an elephant. It was a 
cow that he had wounded but failed to 
ktll. She charged him and Knocked him 
down ina pile of very thick and mat- 
ted bush. Three times she trampled 
him under her foot, but the bushes act- 
ed as a sort of mattress, and the cap- 
tain escaped with only a few bones 
broken. For five weeks he was laid 
up. Ashton and Black had not had 
much luck in the present trip and fall- 
ed to get a single lion. 

Two Spaniards passed our camp one 
day, tnward bound. They were the 
Duke of Penaranda and a friend, and 
reported no lions during thelr few days 
in the district. Prince Lichterstein 
is also in here, but we haven't run 
across him yet. In addition to these 
three parties and ours, the only other 
expedition in the Guas Ngishu plateau 
was Col. Roosevelt’s party, toward 
which, by previous agreement, we 
were making our way. 

To Meet Col. Roosevelt. 

A number of months ago Mr. Akeley, 
who heads our party, was dining with 
President Roosevelt at the White 
house. In the course of their talk, 
which was about Africa and Mr. Ake- 
ley’s former African hunting and col- 
lecting experiences, the latter had told 
the president about a group of ele- 
phants that he was going to collect 
and mount for the American Museum 
of History, in New York. President

He calmly made himself 
a guest of one of our porters and spent 
the night itn our camp, doing much 
more sitting than running, 

On the morning of the 14th ‘we 
marched toward the river, two hours 
away, the native runners slowly am- 
bling along with us. We had been 
on the trail about an hour and a half 
when a shot was heard off to our left. 
At first we thought it was our Spanish 
friends, but a few moments later we 
came to a point where we could see, 
about a mile away, a long string of 
porters winding along in the direction 
from which we came. It was plainly 
@ much larger safari than the Span- 
ish one, and we at once concluded that 
it was Colonel Roosevelt's. 

The Hunters Meet at Laat. 

Three or four men on horses were 
visible, but could not be recognized 
with our glasses. The number corre- 
sponded to the colonel’s party, how- 
ever, which we Knew to consist of him- 
self and Kermit, Edmund Heller and 
Leslie Tarltom A messenger was sent 
across the hills to verify their identity 
and we marched on to the river, a half 
hour further, where we found the 
smoldering fires of their camp. 

A transport wagon with supplies for 
the Duke of Penaranda’s safari was 
also there, and from the drivers it was 
definitely learned that the late occu- 
pants of the camp were Mr. Roose- 
velt and his party. In the meantime 
the messenger had reached Colonel 
Roosevelt, and when the latter learned 
that Mr. Akeley’s safari was in the 
vicinity he at once ordered camp pitch- 
ed forty-five minutes from our camp, 
and started across to see AKeley. The 
latter had also started across to see 
the colonel, and they met on the way. 
And during all this time the native 
runner with the message to Colonel 
Roosevelt was loafing the morning 
away in our camp. What the message 
might be, of course, we didn't Know, 
but we hoped that it was nothing of 
importance.

He laughed and joked and commented 
on the news that we told him, with all

“Te I could have seen you an hour 
and a half ago,” he told Akeley, “I 
could have gotten you the elephants 
you want for your group. We passed 
within only a few yards of a herd of 
10 this morning, and Kermit got with- 
in 30 yards to make some photo- 
graphs.’ They had not shot any, how- 
ever, as they had received no answer 

the letter sent several days before 
to Mr. Akeley and consequently did 
not know positively that his party had 
reached the plateau. 

Reads Dooley From “The Tribune.” 

The colonel asked about George Ada, 
commented vigorously on the Cook- 
Peary controversy, and read aloud, in 
dialect, a Dooley article on the gubjects 
which I had saved in an gold copy of 
The Tribune. He commented very 
frankly, and with no attempt to hypoc- 
risy, on Mr. Harriman’s death, told lots 
of his experiences in the hunting field, 
and for three hours, at lunch and after- 
ward, he talked with the freedom of 
one who was glad to see some Amer- 
ican friends in the wilderness and who 
had no objection to showing hig pleas- 
ure at such a meeting. 

He talked about the tariff and about 

many public men and public questions 
with a frankness that compels even a 
newspaper man to regard as being con- 
fidentiai. Our safari was the only one 
that he had met in the fleld since he 
has been in Africa, and !t was evident 
that the efforts of the protectorate of- 
ficials to save him from interference 
and intrusion had been successful. 

Arrangements were then made for an 
elephant hunt. Colonel Roosevelt was 
working on schedule time, and had 
pianned to be in Sergoi on the 17th. He 


| agreed to a hunt that should cover the 


15th, 16th and possibly the 17th, trust- 
ing that they might be successful in 
this period and that a hard forced 
march could get him to Sergoi on the 
night of the 18th. 

It was arranged that he and Mr. 
Akeley, with Kermit and Tarlton and 
one tent, should start early the next 
morning on the hunt, trusting to luck 
in overtaking the herd that he had 
seen in the morning. The hunt was 
enormously successful and the adven- 
tures they had were so interesting that 
they deserve a separate article.

Singapore, 1909.—(Special Corre- 

Spondence.)—This Malay peninsula of- 
fers some live opportunities for Theo- 
dcre Roosevelt and his son Kermit. Its 
Jungles are infested with tigers, and 
the Singapore government is now of- 
fering rewards of $50 each for every 
full-grown tiger killed, and $15 apiece 
‘for tiger cats. Just outside the city 
are tracts of dense vegetation in which 
euch beasts are sometimes shot. They 
ewim the old channel north of the 
island, coming out of the Jahore jun- 
gids; and now and then pick up a 
Malay baby for breakfast. Just the 
other day the young Sultan of Jahore, 
who is a great sportsman, killed a big 
tiger. It is the nineteenth he has shot 
since reaching manhood. As he 
showed its claws, which he had cut off 
as a trophy. he was asked if he expect- 
ed to bag his twentieth. He replied: 

“I most certainly shajl if he does not 
bag me.” 

In a2 visit to Jahore I saw the tracks 
of a tiger in the mud not far from this 
man’s palace. It had prowled through 
the city during the preceding night, 
and had played around a sawmill, 
walking through the dust in front of 
the then quiet buzz-saw. 

The Tiger Islamd. 

The word “Singapore” comes from 
two native terms meaning “Lion City.” 
It should be called “Tiger City,” for in 
the past the island upon which it 
stands has been the lair of these beasts 
and it is said that as many as $300 
matives have been devoured by them 
in one years. The animals came here 
first at about the time the colony was 
founded, and some years ago one was 
discovered choking to death in the 
fishing nets off the shore facing the 
mainland. He had started to swim the 
channel and got caught in the nets.

After a long time he finished his feast 
and walked out of the hut, leaving the 
boy overhead undisturbed. 
A Land of Snakes. 

As for me. I am more afraid of the 
enakes than the tigers. 
cowardly beasts. and will 
only in the dark or when they can 


sneak up behind and catch him off, 


guard. The snakes are so many that 
ene is liable to step upon them as he 
goes through the jungle, or, if he 
sieeps in a native hut. one may per- 
haps drop down from rhe room. There 
are forty-four kinds of snakes on this 
little island. which !s not half as big 
as Texas farms, and of these 
are fourteen varieties which carry 
poison bags under their tongues or at 
the roots of their teech. The worst, 
perhaps, is the cobra. which spits 
venom. The Malayans tell me there 
is no cure for its bite. When attack- 
ed it erects the body and dilates the 
skin on each side of the head so that 
it seems to have put on a hood. At 
the same time it makes a noise like 
an angry cat, and if attacked it will 
throw to a distance of 6 or 8 feet a 
poisonous fluid which, if it touches 
the eye or a sore, means sure death. 
It is this snake tbat the jugglers ail 
over the Far East use to show thelr 
skill. They handle it with impunity, 
laying it on the ground and playing 
upon a flute, which seems to charm it. 
They also wrap cobras around their 
maked necks, and fondle them. The 
other day a traveler who was watch- 
ing one of these Hindo jugglers made 
a bet that the cobra’s poison glands 
had been extracted, and offered to 
prove this by handling the cobra him- 
self. He grabbed hold of it and the 
anake sank its fangs into his arm. 
He died within a few hours. 

A cobra was recently found in a 
bath room where a little baby was 
playing. It did not offer to injure 
the child, and seemed inclined to play 
with it. and it was only when fthe 
other people came in that it elevated 
{ts head, swelled out its hood, and 
began to spit. The other day three of 
these snakes were found at one time 
in the bath room of a villa near here. 

Among the other snakes are pythons, 
29 or more feet in length. They are 
not dangerous, and out in the country 
the natives domesticate them and use 
them as rat catchers in the place of 
house cats. One 20 feet long Was re- 
cently captured in a Buddhist temple 
outside Singapore. The government is 
now paying $5 apiece for dead snakes 
of 14 feet and upward, and from that 
down to 60 cents for the smaller va- 
rieties. 
: Civilized Singapore. ‘ 

Stories like thcse I have just told 
feem strange in connection with this 
island of Singapore, which is perhaps 
the richest trade center of its kind. 
It is the great half-way station around 
the world, the chief city at the cross- 
ways of the hemispheres and our 
southery gateway to the Philippine 
Islands. It has a harbor which cost 
millions, and today something like 
$300,000,000 worth of merchandise 
comes annually into it.

Singapore has its OWn mu- 
nicipal body, some of whose members 
are elected by the taxpayers and some 
eppointed by the governor.

Ten thousand troops under the com- 
mand of Generals Daniel H. Brush and 
Ramsay D..Potts, directing respectively 
the “‘blue”’ and the “red” armies, were 
ordered to engage in the extensive 
maneuvers in the western part of the 
island of Luzon. According to the 
rules of the game, “blue” army Is 
the defending,force, and the ‘‘red” takes 
the offensive. The program of the 
maneuvers permitted a landing of the 
“red” army at any accessible pvint be- 
tween Subig bay and the Lingayen 
gulf, on the west coast of Luzon, in the 
province of Zambales. Major General 
William P,. Duvall, commanding officer 
of the army in the Philippines, is the 
umpire of the maneuvers.

The critic, Henry T. Finck. tn writ- 
ing of Ferruccio Busoni's appearance 
in New York with the Philharmonic 
Orchestra, says: “One of the 
greatest of living planists played with 
a conductor who has no superior any-" 
where; in other words, Ferruccio Buso- 
ni played with Gustav Mahler. The 
work chosen was Beethoven's ‘Em- 
peror’ concerto. The newspapers of 
‘7rermany (where the Italian pianist 
has made his home) have in the last 
few years contained many accounts of 
the enthusiasm he arouses in concert 
halis. Like Paderewsk!, he has been 
accused of ‘hypnotizing’ his hearers, as 
that word alone seemed to hint at an 
explanation of his magnetic power 
over them That power he exercised 
last night.

A New Version. 

Propos of George Washington ana 
the echerry-tree story, Senator Beve- 
ridge said at a dinner in Indianapolis:

“But Solomon spoke up and declared: 

"No, no, ladies: do not quarrel. Give 
me my sword and I will make twins 
of him. so that each of you witll be 
supplied.’ ”’

Imagine the correspondent’'s conster- 
nation when on reaching New York he 
discovered that accountings for every 
extra matinee of the piece had been 
systematically suppressed, aithough 
the New York manager held the re- 
Ceipts for them. Later on, sometimes 
two performances a week were omit- 
ted, and finally a whole week disap- 
peared. There was nothing for the 
newspaper man to do except cable thea 
facts to his friend, who communicated 
with Barrie and Doyle and the others. 
All of them were so fond of Bright 
personally that th@y did everything 
possible to keep the facts from get- 
ting out. 

It is strange that the story has now 
become public property through a sult, 
brought by Bright's own executors 
over a comparatively small matter, 
which probably could have been com- 
promised at less expense than the sult 
cost, although they knew full well 
that to bring this suit would bring 
aut all of the facts that Bright's 
friends and victims had been trying 
to keep quiet. , 

Bright undoubtedly was largely Pre- 
sponsible for J. M. Barrie's success 
as a dramatist. Barrie showed him a 
dramatization he had attempted to 
make of his own novel, “The Little 
Ministeg’ It was hopeless, and yet 
Bright, who had a flair for such 
things, saw that underneath all his 
faults of construction there was hid- 
den in the play the promise of rare 
success. He suggested radical altera- 
tions and kept on working at it with 
Barrie until he got it into its final 
form, and then made a deal with Bar- 
rie to sell it for him and retain 20 per 
cent of the receipts. The result 
everyone knows. Barrie became a rich 
man—perhaps a millionaire-—and 
Bright left a will disposing of an 
estate of $200,000, so that his widow 
was hy no means reduced to poverty 
even after she had restored the $159,- 
000 that was wrongfully withheld 
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Lost Communicdtion.

FEDERATION THE KEYNOTE 
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OF THE WORLD OF TODAY 


This is the question which {s con- 
tinually coming from unfederated 
clubs. To one who keeps in touch 
with the ebb and flow of the great 
movements of the day this question 
seems almost superfluous, and I had 
to sit me down and gather together 
my mental faculties in order to be 
able to define in words my reasons for 
faith in the value of federation. If 
the person or club asking this ques- 
tion would stop to consider how help- 
less the individual often feels in the 
face of some task she wishes to ac- 
complish, and what added strength 
there is when others can be readily 
called to the aid, she will at once be- 
gin to see the value of combined ef- 
fort—-which is federation. A club is 
a federation of individuals formed for 
mutual self-help and the federation of 
clubs is but an expression of the same 
idea with the club as the unit. Causes 
beyond the reach of the individual club 
can be reached only by combined ef- 
fort. 

This is an age of federation. In or- 
der to resist the common enemy the 
colonies found it necessary to fed- 
erate. We have today the labor unions 
ombined into a national federation of 
trades; the employers of labor are fed- 
erated. The recent meeting of the gov- 


1 ernors of the different states for the 


study of the conservation of the 
natural resources of the United States 
was simply a federation of forces. 
Wherever a power appears that is an 
enemy to the common good it can only 


be met and successfully overcome by 
federation. Even the churches are 
laying aside their differences and are 
coming to see the need of federation for 
the purpose of combating the powers 
of evil. Their organization is known 
as the “The Federated Churches of 
Christ in America,”” and Bishop Hen- 
drix, of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, South, is the president. 

The Fulton County Reformatory for 
Boys, the police matron at the depot. 
the juvenile probation court, physical 
examination of public school children, 
removal of objectionable moving pic- 
ture shows and billboards, also much 
work for a cleaner and more beautiful 
Atlanta are a few of the reforms ac- 
complished in Atlanta through the ef- 
forts of the City Federation of Wom- 
en's Clybs.

Mrs. Schuyler replied that 
they were and that the matter had 
been brought up when the free schol- 
arship+*was offered the U. D. C. The 
Florida president asked to withdraw her 
pledge until she coulq bring the ques- 
tion before her state. Two other 
states and some individuals withdrew 
their pledges. Georgia did not with- 
draw the five dollars she had pledged. 
The scholarship had not reached Geor- 
gia and we had full time to decide 
whether we wished to reject it.

While there is less than 10 per cent 
of southern students itn our student 
body, my own Interest in the south has 
led me during the past ten years to 
approve the assignment to students 
coming from the southern § states of 
more than half of the amount devoted 
to the support of student scholarships. 
Naturally, I shall hope to continug thfs 
assistance so long as it can be well 
used and is welcomed by those who re- 
ceive it.
